The Gerrymander Cases. 


The gerrymander case at Danville has 


been decided in favor of the constitu- 
tionality of the apportionment act of 
189a This, so far as the decision stand- 
Ing alone is concerned, is in favor of the 
Democrats. But the decision of a cir- 
cuit judge in such a case is not final and 
whether it was decided in favor of the 
plaintiffs or the defendants to have the 
effect of finality it is necessary to carry 
the case to the supreme court. It is well 
known that the objective point of those 
who brought the suit was the supreme 
court. That court coula not be reached 
except through the circuit court. Those 
who brought the suit desire to reach the 
supreme court, and if possible, have that 
court pass upon the constitutionality of 
the act promptly. The defendants in the 
case do not want the act disturbed and 
tiad the case in the circuit court been 
decided against them, they would have 
been very alow to take an appeal. ' But 
as that court has refused to attack the 
constitutionality of the act the plaintiffs 
will at once carry the case up and get a 
decision in the supreme court at the 
June term.

tack on the apportionment, certain Dem- 
ocratic leaders engaged the aervioea of a 
Populist by the name of Blair in South- 
ern Illinois to bring mandamus proceed- 
ings before Judge Greighton, in Spring- 
field, against the secretary of state, to 
compel him to recognize him as the 
nominee of the Populists in a district 
under the apportionment act of 1872 
thus attacking both the apportionment 
act of 1882 and that of 1893. At mid- 
night, on Thumtay last, the same par- 
ties filed a new Mil, having changed the 
original petition to a bill in chancery 
praying for on injunction reatraiffingthe 
secretary of state from recognising any 
candidate for the legislature under either 
the apportionment of 1882 of 1883. This 
case, came up before Judge Creighfcwon 
Friday.

written objections presented to the 
council at the last meeting and the noise 
the Democrats have attempted to stir up 
concerning the acknowledging of the 
claim of the Charity store by the vote 
of the 'Republican members of the 
council, demands a few words of expla- 
nation. The mayor says, '1 cannot con- 
cur with yonr action in regard to the 
resolution to pay L.L. Burrows for labor 
during January, February and March to 
the sum of $886.66 for laving water 
mains and sewer work, after L. L. Bur-' 
rows'statement to the council that it 
would not cost the city aOent to do said 
work." Now this is a misrepresentation. 
If my memory serves me right Mr. Bur- 
rows was asked just before the vote was 
taken if he would expect the council to 
return the money for this work to the 
charity fund and he stated, "I will leave 
that to the honor of the council." 
I 


think the majority of the old council 
will bear me out in this statement. Now 
if this is not true and Mr. Burrows 
did come before the council as the mayor 
has said and offered 
to donate to 


the city 9886.66 worth of labor, why did 
the mayor and every Democratic mem- 
ber of $he council so bitterly oppose and 
vote against the. city receiving this free 
and liberal donation? My understand- 
ing of the matter is, viz: The city coun- 
cil by resolution a year ago agreed to lay 
•a certain amount of water pipe in each 
ward, but, as everybody knows, the city 
funds were all exhausted by the. time 
half the year had passed and a large por- 
tion of the pipe was not laid. Mr. Bur- 
rows came before the council, stated 
that 100 or more able-bodied men •with 
families were suffering for-bread and the 
necessaries of life, and they wanted to 
work for what he furnished them, and 
he appealed to thejcouncil to allow these 
men to lay this water pipe. The request 
was granted by a strictly party vote, ten 
Republicans voting for and four Demo- 
crats against it. The men furnished by 
Mr.>Burrows worked faithfully and re- 
ceived 81 per day in provisions lor their 
families. Had this water pipe not been 
laid until now, the city would be paying 
22c per hour, or $2.20 for a day of ten 
hours' work, the same as she is 
now paying the common street labor.

Any woman that doubts it best look at 
a colored stocking washed in such fash- 
ion. 


To wash colored knit silk garments, 


dissolve 'a handful of powdered borax 
in a pail of warmish water, afld soak 
the things in it for fifteen minute*. 


Then wash rapidly through a good 


white soapsuds, robbing as lightly as 
possible. It should be about blood 
warm, that is ninety-eight degrees. 
Hotter water tends to make silk harsh 
ind crinkly. Squeeze out the sods, but 
Jo notwrinjr.. Binse inQtwo waters of 
the sam* temperature, and hang to dry 
irithout any wringing. 


Wash plain silk stockings urthe same 


fray. 


Lace-woven ones in white and deli* 


eate tint* are best cleaned with ben- 
eine or naphtha. To do this, turn them 
wrong side out; shake them free, of all 
removable, particles; lay them fiat in 
an earthen dish gaud flood them with 
naphtha. Agitate rapidly for a min- 
ute or two; then turn and wash the 
other side in clean naphtha. That jnst 
used, after settling a few seconds, may 
be poured from the sediment of dirt 
and nsed'to clean textures less delicate. 
Hang the cleaned stockings to air Until 
there is no smell of naphtha about 
them. 


To iron knitted silk do not sprinkle 


it 
Eoll up <the garments in a thick 


towel wrung ou* of clear water and 
let them lie for an Hour. Then lay 
them very smooth and press hard on 
both sides with a heavy iron just be- 
low 
scorching heat. Ir.on always 


lengthwise a knit garment and be sure 
there are no wrinkles on the under 
side. 


Wash heavy stockings and under- 


wear, whether all frool or .mixed cot- 
ton and wool, exactly as you do flan- 
nels—that is in strong suds made of 
borax soap, with little rubbing and no 
machine wringing. 


Many precautions are used to keep 


cotton stockings from fading^ but few 
of them have any value. For blatk 
ones, the best tiling is to buy only 
as are known not to streak or st 
The first cost is greater, but ltk 
end you save, not^only your 
but your pride, which certainly "suffers 
if you go about with foxy feet" 


In a general way it may be said that 


salt and celerity are the best helps to 
save colors. 
, 


Very few fancy colors in cotton will 


bear more than one or two washings 
without growing dingy. Ammonia in 
the wash water will help to brighten 
some reds. There is, however, so much 
variation in the dye stuffs and the dye- 
ing that no certain rule is possible. 
Sugar of lead water and black pepper 
tea are held by some good laundresses 
sovereign for any colored cottons 


Whatever is used or let alone, shake 


your stockings free of dirt and dust, 
wash them in plenty, of fresh, clean 
suds, rinse well and dry quickly, while 
wrong side out. Iron while slightly 
damp, folding^ the stocKing carefully 
along the back seam and pressing the 
iron forward. 


Wet very dirty socks, as those of a 


working-man or small boy, with kero- 
sene oil; let them lie half an hour. 
Then scald with boiling water, to 
which ammonia or washing soda has 
been added till it feels slick to the 
touch. Stir the socks rapidly round 
and1 round in it with ;a wooden paddle; 
fish them out in a minute or two and 
wash as you do the rest You will be 
simply amazed to see how much dirt 
.they have lost Remember not to let 
them stand too lonu 01 the fabric may 
t>e injured.—Hetroit Free Press.

resumed consideration of the tariff bill, tbe 
pendlac question bete* three Items in the 
gtass and china schedule (M, 86 and 88), which 
had beeaiesenred last Friday at the request of 
Mr. AldHch, and which acain, at his farther re- 
4nest, went over without action. ThU brought 
the senate to schedule C. "Metalsand Kanufae- 
tures of .Steel," the nnbltem la which was the 
Insertion ot an amendment placing iron ore on 
the dutiable list at 40 cents per ton. 


Mr. Aldrlch criticized the nuance committee 


for reporting the amendment, and he recalled 
the promise of Senator MHli. In his speeches 
In New England In the campaign of 18*2, that 
whenever the democrats were returned; to 
power they would give to the manufacturer* of 
that section of the country free coal, free Iron 
ore and free pig Iron. What had become, he 
asked, of those promises1 He read from an ap- 
peal of the Young Ken's Democratic chub of 
Massachusetts, to the senate finance commit- 
tee, In which this sentence occurred: "If a 
duty Is pat on coal, how can faith or credence 
In a democratic platform, ever be secured 
again"" 
"Is that appeal found in one of these commit- 


tee bulletins*" asked Mr. Hale. 


••It Is found In a bulletin," was Mr. Aldrich's 


reply, "which ought to be on our table this 
morning, but which Is not here yet " 
Be went on to say that this democratic club 


of Massachusetts demanded free coal, free Iron 
ore and a duty of not over § per cent on pig 
Iron, and that yet, on the first occasion which 
the democratic party had to carry out that de- 
mand, the doctrine had been deliberately aban- 
doned. He saw the senator from Texas (Mr. 
Mills) la his Boat, and he repeated what he had 
said as to that senator's promise In New En- 
gland. He added that be knew how helpless 
Mr. Mills was In Influencing, to any extent, 
whatever, the various provisions of the bill, 
but he did expect him to stand up and try, at 
least, to keep the pledge made to the demo- 
crats of Massachusetts by himself, by Mr. 
Cleveland and by the other tariff reformers to 
pot coal and Iron ore on the free list 


Mr. Vest asked Mr. Aldrloh whether he 
would vote for free ooal and free iron ore 


Mr. AldHch replied that In a protective tariff 
bin he was for the protection of every article 
that c-rald be protected in the United States oa 
equal terms. But. In a nondescript measure 
like the pending bill, he wouIU not hesitate to 
give any vote that he thought would contrib- 
ute to its defeat. He would vote for free wool, 
«ree ooal, free iron ore. If he thought that the 
Mil could thus be killed. 


"But how would you vote on them," Mr. Vest 


asked, "If your vote would not defeat the bill*" 


"I do not know," Mr Aldrlch frankly 
con- 
fessed. "My Impression Is that I would vote 
according to my light and Judgment. I am in 
favor of a protective duty on coal and of a pro- 
tective duty on iron ore 
* 


Mr Flatt moved to amend, the amendment 
by making the rate on Iron ore 00-cents a ton. 


Mr Butler expressed his inability to under- 
stand the.relative positions of republican sen- 
ators on tbe question of iron ore. He should 
llko to know, he said, "where we were at." 
[Laughter]. The senator from Rhode Island 
had been sneaking against a duty on iron ore, 
and now the senator from Connecticut proposed 
to Increase the rate 


Mr. Aldrlch told Mr. Butler that his Illustra- 


tion might be good, but his facts were not good 
He (Mr Aldrlch) had not said that he was in 
favor of free iron or free coal He had been 
trying merely to represent the democrats of 
New England In the position which they had 
taken, and which had been taken In behalf of 
the democratic party by the senator from 
Texas 
"If the democrats of New England " Mr. But- 
ler suggested, "must be represented by the sen- 
ator from Rhode Island, they are in a bad 
wav." 
"Unfortunately." Mr. Aldrlch retorted, "they 


have no other representative on this side of the 
chamber, and there seems to be no senator on 
that side who is willing to represent their 
views " 


Mr Butler— We will represent them If you 


will allow UB to come to a vote 


Mr Chandler— I propose to allow the senator 


from Texas (Mills) to represent them He 
went to New England and '•whooped In" bids 
for. Cleveland by the promise of free coal and 
free Iron, and now he calls upon us to decide 
whether we will take to cents a ton on iron ore 
andooaL 


Mr. Mills— The senator from New Hampshire 
Is calling upon me to enlighten his understand- 
ing and to help him to comprehend this ques- 
tion fully and thoroughly so that he may be 
able to discharge his duty to the American peo- 
ple Mr. President, I give over the task. I 
have labored a long time to convince repub- 
lican senators of what their duty to the people 
of the United States is. and I have Anallv made 
up my mind to give them over to hardness of 
heart, stiffness of neck and reprobacy of mind, 
that they may believe a lie and be damned 
[Laughter I I mean politically, of course 
The two senators who have spoken for New 


England (Messrs. Aldrich and Chandler) have 
stated correctly that I had advocated free raw 
materials I promised, so far as my vote Is 
concerned to give the manufacturers of New 
England free wool from Texas. We have no 
coal, and only a little iron ore. 
So far as I was 


able, I was in favor of giving them not only free 
upol. free coal, free iron ore, free pig Iron, but 
free raw material of all kinds. And I may go 
farther than that and tell you that if I had the 
making of this bill, to be passed by congress 
and to be approved by Hie president.

THE BRIBERY CHARGES 


Betas; Investigated by the Special Commit- 


tee of the Senate. 


WASHINGTOW,' May 82.—The special 


committee appointed to investigate the 
charges of bribery alleged to have been 
attempted by Maj. Buttz, and also to 
consider the doings of the Sugar trust 
in connection with legislation, met yes- 
terday morning a few minutes after 11 
o'clock in Senator Gray's rooms. The 
first witness called was 8enator»Hun- 
ton, who told the committee all he 
knew about the case, his story being as 
heretofore published. 


Maj. Buttz was also summoned to ap- 


pear, but when he arrived was com- 
pelled to wait outside until the com- 
mittee called him in. 


Senator Hunton left the committee 


room at 11:30, but declined to make any 
statement, beyond saying that tbe com- 
mittee had requested him to say noth- 
ing to anybody. 


Senator Kyle waa the next witness. 
When the bribery committee ad- 


journed, shortly after 1 o'clock, until 8 
p. m. Senator Gray, speaking from the 
committee, nald that as soon as this 
case was concluded the committee 
would print the testimony and lay it 
before the senate. The fact that a di- 
rect offer of- money was made has been 
proven by one witness at least, accord- 
ing to the statement of the chairman 
of the committee. Mr. Hunton knew 
nothing except hearsay evidence, bnt 
told the committee what he had learned 
from his son. Theodore Hunton, Jr., 
waa next put on the stand, and told how 
he had been approached by Maj. Buttz, 
and was offered a sum of money if he 
induced his father to vote against the 
pending measure. 


Mr. Kyle was on the stand longer 


than anyone else, for it was developed 
that the offer to bribe had been made 
to him direct by the man who stands 
charged with the commission of the of- 
fense. At least this was the interpre- 
tation put upon the testimony by the 
committee. Senator Kyle testified that 
Mr. Bnttz had offered him money to 
vote, saying that he could have 875,000, 
and made an offer of $14,000 down. 


Immediately after the committee 


met Mr. Buttz made a written request 
of the chairman of the committee to be 
present with his attorney and cross- 
examine witnesses. To this request no 
attention was given.

reached here yesterday ot a desperate 
battle between deputy sheriffs and an 
armed body of bandits at Yukon, a 
small place Just east of Elreno, last 
night, In which two officers, Sam Fer- 
ris and James Snider, and one of the 
outlaws were fatally wounded, and sev- 
eral residents of the place who were 
engaged in the fight were slightly in- 
jured. 


For several days Yukon has been la 


a state of great, excitement, the peace 
officers of that town having been 
warned that a part of the gang of high 
waymen who held up a Rock Island ex- 
press train at Pond Creek a month or 
so ago, was in camp near Yukon and 
evidently contemplated, a raid on the 
town. 
Everyone began to prepare! 


for the attack, and when 'three armed 
horsemen rode into town yesterday their 
identity was readily guessed. The men 
hitched their horses and entered a 
saloon, 
whereupon Deputy 
Sheriff 


Sam Ferris, who had been watching 
their movements, attempted to turn 
•the animals loose. The bandits soon 
reappeared and opened on Ferris, all 
three bullets entering his body, mor- 
tally wounding him. Deputy Sheriff 
Snider sent a ball into the head of one 
of the outlaws, but he drew the fire of 
the other two men, and received a 
wound in the chest from which he can- 
not recover. 
The shooting had by 


this time attracted a small crowd, 
and, as the bandits mounted their 
horsesandrjodeaway.they were followed 
by a voBey from a score of weapons. 
One was wounded and seemed about to 
fall from his saddle when he was jerked 
back upon his horse by his companion 
and both disappeared, followed by a 
posse that had quickly formed from 
among the citizens engaged in the 
fight. 
' 


The names of the trio could not be 


learned. The wounded member of the 
gang was taken to Elreno, after an at- 
tempt had been made to lynch him, and 
there, too, his life was only saved by 
the drawn revolvers of the officers who 
had him in custody. Last night the 
situation was so threatening that troops 
were asked for from the fort. 


ANOTHER COUP D'ETAT. 


The Youthful Kins; Alexander Again 


Takes the Nation by Surprise. 


BEMHIADE, May 28.—King Alexander 


has -accomplished another coup d'etut. 
A royal proclamation issued yesterday 
morning abolishes the constitution of 
1888 an4 restores that of 1869 .giving 
the king the right to appoint one-third 
of the members of the chamber of dep- 
uties. With the restoration of the old 
legislation) the secret ballot ceases and 
the electoral system of sceutin de liste 
is abrogated. 'The king has taken this 
step upon the advice of his father, ex- 
King Milan. 


Under the orders of the king, Pre- 


mier Nicolajevias will at once reorgan- 
ize the cabinet. 


The abolition, of the constitution of 


1888 revokes all laws enacted under 
that instrument, v'licli include the 
guarantee of the fr< •dora of the press, 
the right to hold puliUcussembUes, and 
to maintain secret and other societies 
•and the privilege of local administra- 
tion. These laws are replaced by the 
more stringent ones under the consti- 
tution of 1869. 


The skuptschina will be immediately 


dissolved. .The radicals are intensely 
excited over the action of the king, and 
Draconic measures will be required to 
preserve order. 


The proclamation of the king putting 


the new order of things into operation 
was read to the troops at 4 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. A number of military 
officers who are suspected of having af- 
filiations with the radicals have been 
placed on the retired list. Many of the 
radical leaders in Belgrade have al- 
ready become fugitives, fearful that 
imprisonment or something worse may 
befall them. 


The prefects throughout the king- 


dom have been ordered to disarm the 
radical peasantry without delay. 
The 


radical malcontents, though greatly 
excited, are paralyzed by the sudden- 
ness and thoroughness of the king's 
action, and, though there will un- 
doubtedly be much local disorder, it is 
not probable that civil war will ensue.
